Though much is heard concerning the 
creat bonanza wheat farms of theNorth west 
and the vast cattle and sheep ranches of 
the West and Southwest, it is a notable and 
gratifying tact that the farms of the whole 
country, while increasing in number, are 
diminishing in size annually. From the 
last census, a trustworthy authority, it) ap- 
pears that the number of farms increased 
from two million six hundred and sixty 
thousand in 1870, to four million tn 1880, 
or at the enormens rate of fifty.one per cent 
albeit the advance of our population was 
only thirty percent during the same per- 
iod. Andthe number of small farms has 
undoubtedly continued to increase largely 
since the census figures were taken, though 
perhaps at a less ratiothan during the de- 
cade ending with 1880—for, very fortunate. 
ly for both the people and the country, the 
tendency is to divide large plantations in 
the South, and to sell in small tracts such 
lands as were bought on speculation in the 
westand southwest, and on the Pacific 
coast, The homestead and timber claims 
being continuously taken up by settlers on 
yoverpment lands, must add largely to the 
number of small farms annually put under 
-altivation, while the division of compara- 
tively large farms into lesser ones, which 
is constantly goin on in most of the Middle 
and some of the Western States, must ma- 
terially increase the aggregate, so the turn- 
ingof small tolargefarms Is « ontinually and 
rapidly augmenting, 

Having referred to the extraordinary in 
crease made in the number of farms bes 
tween 1870 and 1830, it may be of interest 
to specify where that Increase 0 curred, as 
showing the sections of country whi h are 
growing most rapidly, and exhibiting the 
the greatest progress in our leading indus- 
try—agriculture For example, the census 

hows the increase of farms above named to 
have been one hundred and two per = cent, 
n Alabama, ninety oue in Arkansas, one 
hundred and twenty nine inFlorida,ninetys 
emzbtin Georgia, sevinty ib Louisiana, 
fifty im \ isyissippl, sixty-eight in North 
Carolina, sixty in Virginia, one bundred 
aud elightysmve in Texas, and large in some 
other Southern States. This increase of 
farme in the South is matniy attributable 

to the fact, that numerous plantations have 
been divided into smal! tracts, and rented 
or sold to freedmen, the immigration to 
that region being comparatively limited 
The figures are most significant, demon- 
strating the great) progress and improve. 
ment made by the rural population of the 
South and Southwest especially in) divid- 
ing large plantations into small tarms, after 
the depression which followed the War for 
the Union bad been overcome, They show 
the wender‘ul powers of recuperation  pos— 
sessed by the Southern people 

But the increase of farms during the de- 
cade mentioned in the North, and notably 
in the West and on the Pacific Coast, Was 
even more wonderful than that in the

Ou: original purpose, however, was to 
discuss the superiority and desirability of 
smal] over large farms, rather than their 
number—to demonstrate that a limited area 
thoroughly cultivated, is by far the most 
profitable’ Many forcible and conclusive 
reasous can be adduced in support of this 
position, but as their presentation would 
exceed the space allotted for this article, 


we are obliged to defer further aiscuasionof

Building up a Hay-Steck. 


The great pointto be secured ia stacks 
ing hey is, to keep the center the highest. 
If this is done, water can net penetrate 
into the stack, bnt will find its way to the 
outside under tag most unfavorable circ- 
umstances.

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HORSE STABLES. 


The condition end health ofa horse dee 
pend very much upon the gkind of stabie 
itis keptin. There are horses which suf- 
ter from disease of the eyes, from coughs, 
from scratches and other skin diseases, all 
of which are produced by the pungent foul 
air in thestables. Farmers and others who 
have horses, will take pains to have their 
carriages and harness protected from the | 
ftrong ammoniacal air of the stables lest 
the leather may be rottei or the varnish 
dulled and spotted ; and at the same time 
they will wonder why their horses cough, 
or have weak eyes or moonsblindness, or 
sofferfrom other diseases, which, if they 
would only think fora few minutes, they 
would readily perceive are due to the fon: 
air the anima's are compelled wo breathe 
every nhightin the year while confined in 
close, badly ventilated stables. The rem- 
edy is very easy. The stable should be 
kept clean ; this will prevent the greater | 
part of the mischief: and it should be well | 
ventilated. The floor should be pcoperly | 
drained, so that the liquid will not remain 
©n it, to be absorbed, and decompose, and 
produce the pungent vapors of am-| 
monia, which are soinjiurions to the eyes, 
nostrils, throat, and Jungs, and this liquid 
waste should be carried away to some place 
where it can be absorbed and utilized. The 
floor should be washed off at least twice a 
week with plenty of water and then lber- 
ally sprinkled with finely ground gypsum 
(plastery which will combine withthe am- 


monia and fix it. A solution of coperas 
(sulphate of irgn)will have the same result,
